Washington ,D. C., March 19.—[Spe- 

cial.}—The German peace treaty. with 
its league of nations covenant, failed 
of ratification in the senate tonight. 
It lacked seven votes of the necessary 
two-thirds of the senators voting. | 

It was then ordered returned to the 
president with a formal notification of 
the failure of the body to consent to 
the pact he negotiated in Paris. 

With the treaty out of the hands of 
the senate, Senator Knox moved to 
proceed to the consideration of his res- 
olution declaring a state of peace with 
Germany by repealing the declaration 
of war, this resolution having been fa- 
vorably reported to the senate last De- 
cember. | 

HKinox Would End War. 

The peace resolution which Senator 
Knox will press on Monday is designed 
fo terminate the state of war with Ger-

The Knox measure is a joint resolu- 
tion, requiring passage by the house as 
well as the senate, and signature by 
the president. 

Could Pass Despite Veto. | 

If it should be passed and vetoed by 
the president it could become a law, 
notwithstanding the veto, by a two- 
thirds vote of both houses. 

Inasmuch as the league irreconcila- 
bles favor this move to restore peace 


the resolution conceivably would com- 
mand the support of two-thirds of the 
senators and probably of the repre- 
sentatives. 

The senator’s motion to take up the 
resolution was pending when the sen- 
ate afijourned until Monday noon. 

The vote on the’ ratification motion 
was 49 ayes and 35 noes, the affirmative 
side being seven votes short of the re- 
auired two-thirds of the senators pres- 
ent and voting. 

Twenty-eight Republicans and twen- 
ty-one Democrats voted for the treaty 
with the reservations, while twelve Re- 
publicans and twenty-three Democrats 
voted against it. Six Republicans and 
two Democrats were “ paired” for and 
three Republicans and one Democrat 
against. it. 

Gained Since November Ballot. 

The treaty with essentially the same 
reservations commanded fifteen more 
votes today than in November, when 
it Was twenty-one votes short ef two- 
thirds. These votes were contributed 
by the following Democrats, who de- 
Serted the president since November 
aad supported the Lodge reservations 
day on the final roll call:

Mrs. MacGurin 
opened the door and the men rushed 
in.

Cold, Ruthless Murders

BERLIN, March 18—[By Teiephoné 
to Cologne}, via Paris, March 19.— 
The slayings which marked the depar- 
ture from Berlin of the Baltic troops 
were cold, ruthless murders. I saw 
more than a dozen men and women 
mowed down by the fire of machine 
guns in the streets in front of the 
Adion hotel, in which is located the 
Berlin bureau of THe TRIBUNE. 

It happened at 4:30 this afternoon. 
The troops were moving out of the 
government. buildings in Wilhelm- 


_|strasse, down Unter den Linden, and 


through the Brandenburg gate. 
Heartless Order to Fire. 

Two Swedish women observed, 
through windows of the Adlon, the 
troops’ passage, and, not knowing the 
meaning of the parade or the temper 
of the crowd toward the soldiers, the 
women waved their handkerchiefs at 
the procession. This action angered 
the crov7d, which surged to the eén- 
trance of the hotel. I heard one of 
ithe German officers give a command, 
“ Riicksichtslos!” meaning “without 
diately machine guns fired into the 
crowd. The disturbance ceased at 
once. 

As the troops marched off the casual- 
ties were counted, giving a total of 
eight killed and twelve injured. As 
the troops moved through the streets 
they were hooted and jeered by the 
crowd. In every instance they re 
sponded by opening fire on the people.

Hero of Ebert Return. 

Minister of Justice Schiffer, who 
has remained in Berlin, is credited 
with forcing the retirement of the 
Kapp government. Bringing to- 
gether the national heads of all par- 
ties except the Independents, which 
is socialist radical, and the Commun- 
ists, he effected agreements, first, for 
an election in June at the latest; sec-/ 
ond, election of a president direct by 
the people, and third, reorganization of 
the cabinet. 

This means the extreme right joins 
the coalition, but, more important, it 
means the parties of the right, sup- 
posediy supporting the Kapp coup, 
completely disavowed him, forcing his 
retreat. 

Swung Officers Around. 

Minister Schiffer also is credited with 
swinging the officers of the Kapp 
troops, who told him they were willing 
to swing to the Ebert government if 
promised amnesty. He refused that 
agreement, which he was unauthorized 
to make, but it is reported he agreed 
to present the necessity of an amnesty 
law to the national assembly and to 
urge its enactment.

Mr. Bryan's assertion that the 
american people will see to it that 
the peace treaty is ratified came with 
rather dramatic suddenness at the 
end of his speech. He stated that he 
pelieved the constitutional provision 


requiring the vote of two-thirds | 


the senate to ratifya treaty should be 
changed so that merely a ority was 
required. 

“Tf a majority has a right to take 
this country into war, a majority 
should have the right to take the coun- 
try out of war,” he said. “I think the 
controversy over the treaty that has 
lasted eight months is a disgrace to 
this nation.” ~ 

“The senator who is willing to spend 
one year arguing over a word doesn't 
know the needs of the domestic prob- 

jems in this country,” he added. 

This statement brought forth a storm 
of applause. 

Replies to Interruptions. 

"Tt has come out exactly right,” 
called a voice in the audience. 

Mr. Bryan attempted to continue by 
saying that the senate had. wasted 
time in needless debate while the na- 
tions of Europe were drifting toward 
war, when there came another inter- 

> ruption: 

“The treaty is dead.” 

“Tam not willing to believe that 
idea,” replied Mr. Bryan. . 

“Read the morning newspapers,” 
was the rejoinder. 

“The treaty has been defeated—lI 
know that,” said Mr. Bryan, “but I 
believe that-the people of the United 
States are greater chan the United 
States senators.and can make them 


“World Needs Us.” 


Resuming his appeal for ratification, 
Mr. Bryan said: 

“I believe our boys can do more 
for peace by their influence now than 
$000,000 of them in arms can do a 
year from now. I think the world 
needs us, and that if we refuse to do 
our duty and enter the league of na- 
ions, and if we are foolish enough to 
permit conditions in Europe to con- 
tinue, there will be a new war over 
Who can say whether the’ 

rks kindled by such a conflagration 
might not cross the Atlantic?” 

Mr. Bryan asserted that there roe 
been unnecessary stress upon -article 
X., which he said would never be 
needed unless the moral force con- 
tained in the rest of the covenant of 
the league of nations failed. He stated 
that he believed that the provisions for 
nine months of discussion before a 
declaration of war, the abolition of se- 
cret treaties, and the encouragement to 
disarmament contained in the cove- 
nant were sufficient -alone to justify 
the league. 

“'The world’s back is broken by war 
expenses,” he said. “If we now go to} 
work and build up great armies and 
navies, the result will be nothing but 
bankruptcy.”

MEXICO TO OPEN 
OIL LANDS BUT 
KEEP TIGHT GRIP 


Mexico City, March 19.—A presiden-, 
tial decree issued today authorizes the 
granting of concessions for the ex- 
ploitation of oil lands in territories be 
longing to the nation. 3 

The decree provides that conces- 
sionaires must. comply with existing 
laws regulating the petroleum indus- 
try, including their assent to the or- 
gant petroleum law which a future 
congress must enact. , | 

In addition to affirming national do- 
main over both surface and subsoil of 
those national lands which are to be 
opened to exploitation, the decree re-| 
affirms national right to the subsoil of’ 
all oil lands in Mexico. 

One article provides for the confis- 
cation of a concession, buildings, de- 
posits, ete., by the government 
should a concessionaire ask protection 
from ang foreign government or ad- 
mit a foreign government or a foreign 
company as an associate. Nullification 
of a concession is provided for should 
a eoncessionaire fail to comply with 
other regulations, including the drill- 
ing of the required number of, wells, 
to ug of taxes, and other pro-

Washington, D. C., March 19.—[Spe 
cjAl.]—Proposals for the refunding ol 
Liberty bonds in a new issue drawing 
a higher rate of interest as a means ol 
boosting market values find no favor 
with Secretary of the Treasury Hous 
ton or other government officials, 

“As the treasury views it, tht 
Liberty bond problem is chiefly oné 
of quantity,” Secretary Houston said 
today. “Unfortunately many holder: 
of Liberty bonds who patriotically sub 
scribed for them and held them during 


the war, have since regarded them as 


so much spending money and throw: 
them on the market. 


Penalty of Overspending.. 
“People generally have been spend 
ing money freely and savigg relatively 
little. There has not Been sufficient. 
capital saved to overcome the pressure 
upon the market from those who 


‘bought bonds as patricts but not as 


investors. 

“In these circumstances to add a 
fraction to the rate of interest borne 
by the bonds would have no important 
or lasting effect upon their market 
prices. I think the Liberty bond mar 
ket soon will turn upwards. The gov. 
ernment could not, of course, manufac. 
ture savings or create buyers for its 
securities simply by increasing the 


4 interest rate on the outstanding bonds. 


Fears Injurious Result. 
“The only effect of such a course 


would be to depreciate all other se 


curities automatically and estab 
lish a high interest level for many 
years. This would be burdensome to 
the development of the country. ~- 
“The United States is tnder no ob 
ligation to guarantee the holders of 
Liberty bonds against variations in 
money market conditions or to guar: 
antee a market at par for the bonds.. 
To make a gift of a higher rate of in. 
terest to the people who subscribed 
for their bonds on definite terms for a 
definite period of time would, in my 
opinion, be subversive of all decent 
principles of government.

The authority thus conferred by con- 
gress had been exercised by the treas- 
ury for the sole purpose of stabilizing 
the market, and in my judgment, very 
important results have been achieved 
redounding to the benefit of all hold- 
ers of Liberty bonds.” — |
